Spirit is ceaselessly striving to 
make tliis love known in our hearts, work out God's pur- 
poses ol! love in our lives, mid transform and transfigure our 
character by love. So we are solemnly warned against re- 
sisting the Spirit, and almost teari'u'ly mil always tenderly 

exhorted to "grieve not the Holy Spirit of God, whereby," says the 

Apostle, 'ye are sealed unto the day or 'redemption." 

There Is cue great sin against which Jesus warned the Jews, as a 

sin never 1o he forgiven in this world nor in that which is to come. 

That was blasphemy against the Holy Ghost. 

That there is such a sin, Jesus teaches in Matthew xii. 31. 32, Hark 

iii, 28-20, and Luke xii. 10. And it may he ihat this is the sin referred 

to in Hebrews vi. 4-0; x. 29. 

Since many of God's dear children have fallen info dreadful distress 

through tea-,- that they had committed this sin, it may be helpful for us 

to study carefully as to what constitutes it. 

An Illogical Statement. 

Jesus was easting out devils, and Mark tells us that "the scribes 
which came down from Jerusalem said, He hath. Beelzebub, and by the 
prince of .devils casteth. he out devils." To this Jesus replied with gra- 
cious kindness and searching logic: "How can Satan cast out SaTSTfT' 
And i£ a kingdom be divided against itself, that kingdom cannot stand. 
And if a house be divided against itself, teat house cannot stand. And if 
Satan rise, up against himself and be divided, he cannot stand, but hath 
■ ui end. No man can enter into a strong- man's house and spoil his 
goods, except he will first bind the strong man; and then he will spoil 
his house." 

In this quiet reply we see that.Tesus does not vail against them, nor 
flatly deny their base assertion that He does His miracles by the power 
of the Devi!, tout shows how logically false must be their statement. And 
then, with grave authority, and, I think, with solemn tenderness in His 
voice and in His eyes, He adds, "Verily I say unto you, All sins shall be 
forgiven unto the sons of men, and blasphemies wherewith soever they 
shall blaspheme:' but He that shall blaspheme against the Holy Ghost 
liaLh never forgiveness, but is in danger of eternal damnation"; or, as 
the Revised Version puts it, "is guilty of an eternal sin"; and then Mark 
add:?, "because they said He hath an unclean spirit". (Mark iii. 22-30), 

Jesus came into the world to reveal God's truth and love to men, 
and to save them, and men are saved by believing in Him. But how 
could -4 be men of His day, who saw Jl;m working at the carpenter's 
bench, and living the life of an ordinary man of humble toil and du ! y 
temptation and trial, believe His stupendous claim to be the only-begoiten 
Son of God, the Saviour of the world, and the final Judge of all men? 
Any wilful and proud Impostor, could make such a claim. But men could 
not and ought not to believe such an -assertion unless the claim were sup- 
ported by ungainsayable evidence. This evidence Jesus began to give, 
not only in the holy life which He lived, and the pure Gospel which He 
preached, but in the miracles He wrought, the bl'nd eyes He opened, the 
sick .He healed, the hungry thousands He fed, the seas He stilled, the dead 
He raised to life again, and the devils He cast out of bound and harass- 
ed souls.

The Scribes and Pharisees witnessed these miracles, and were com- 
pelled to admit, these signs and wonders. Nicodetnus, one of their num- 
ber, sa'd to Jesus, "Rabbi, we know that Thou art a teacher come from 
God: for no man can do these miracles that Thou' doest, except God be 
with hi™ " (John iii. 2). Would they now admit His claim to be the 
Son- of God. (heir promised and long-looked-for Messiah? They were 
thoughtful men and very religious, but not sphitual. The Gospel He 
preached was Spirit and life; it appealed to their conscience and re- 
vealed their sin, and to acknowledge Hint was io admit that they tlieiu- 
se'ves were wrong.

Some one has said that "this sin cannot be forgiven, not because 
God is unwilling to forgive, but because one who thus sins against the 
Holy Spirit, has put himself where no power can soften his heart or 
change It's nature, A man may misuse his eyes and yet see; but who- 
soever [ims them out can never see again. One may misdirect his com- 
pass, and turn it aside from the North Pole toy a magnet or piece of 
iron, and it may recover and. point right again; but whosoever destroys 
the compass itself has lost his guide at sea." 

Many of God's dear chilren, honest souls, have been persuaded that 
they have committed this awful sin. Indeed. I once thought that I my- 
self had (lone so, and for twenty-eight days I fell that, like Jonah, I 
was "in the belly of hell." But God, in love and tender mercy, drew me 
out of the horrible pit of doubt and fear, and showed me that this is a 
sin committed only toy those who, in spite of all evidence, and to shield 
themselves in the'lr sins, deny and blaspheme the Lord. 

Dr. Daniel Steele tells of a Jew who wag asked, "Is it possible that 
^10iL N /;<iaD.o-V---tfi""^?rT"*^^ '.'" The Jew passionately re- 

plied, "We will uot, we will not be] ! 2ve: : L__. 

This was wilful refusal and rejection of light, and in that direction 
Hes hardness of heart beyond recovery, fullness of sra^and final impeni- 
tence, which are unpardonable. ""'""'%_'-- 

Doubtless many through resistance to the Holy Spirit come to this 
awful state of heart; but those troubled, anxious souls who think they 
have committed this sin, are not usually among the number. 

An Army Officer in Canada was in the midst of a glorious revival, 
when one night a gentleman arose, and with deep emotion urged the 
young people present to yield themselves to God, accept Jesus as thej" 
Saviour, and receive the Holy Spirit. He told, them that he had once 
been a Christian, but that, he had not, walked in the light, and, conse- 
quently, had sinned against the Holy Spirit, and could never more he par- 
doned. Then, with all earnest tenderness, he exhorted them to be 
warned by his sad state, and not to harden their hearts against the graci- 
ous influences, and entreated theui to yield to the Saviour. Suddenly 
the scales of doubt dropped from, his eyes, and he said that he had not in 
his inmost heart rejected Jesus; that he had not committed the unpar- 
donable sin; that 

"The love of God is broader 

Than tiie measure of man's mind:

(Concluded from last week.) 

Our day in Tokio cannot be so well employed as his; but there is 
still plenty for us to do in visiting the Rescue Home — at one time a 
Buddhist temple, interviewing the Prison-Gate Brigade Officers, and 
looking over the Students' Homes. The need for the last-named Institu- 
tion cannot be estimated without some acquaintance with the student 
life of the city. As a rule, a student must be content to sleep and eat and 
study in a crib 10 feet square — a respectable boarding bouse is hard to 
find and always full. In our Homes the students have the use of an airy 
and spacious Reading Room and Recreation Hall, which they . greatly 
value. 

There are twelve universities in the Empire, and eight of these are 
in Tokio; 92 per cent, of the entire population attend school or college. 
Education in Japan is both compulsory and free. 

There is a girl-student, at present living at her own home in this 
city, but attending a college of 700 students, who bought a copy of oar 
"Common People's Gospel" — certain portions of the Testament trans- 
lated for cheap distribution. As she read, the responsibility of every 
soul to be its brother's keeper broke in upon her. During the nest 
dinner-hour she gathered around her five friends, that she might read 
the Gospel to them, and talk over its truths. 

This gathering increased to twenty-four girls, who so appreciated 
her efforts that they persuaded her to hold two meetings a month at the 
school, to which any of its students might come. Teachers and professors 
have also been found among her audience, and several have been brought 
to Christ by her personal efforts. 

A servant in her home also became converted, She, in turn, went 
across the city and gathered together her own friends, told them what 
had happened, and took them to the nearest Corps. Her first Convert 
was her own sister. 

There is a Labour Bureau, a Shelter, and Cheap Food Depot which 
we might visit; but, undoubtedly, the chief "Social" interest we have 
in Japan is to be found in connection with Rescue work, this being on 
a most important scale. 

After the terrible Russo-Japanese War, several of the Japanese 

islands were visited by a severe famine. The whole district was brought 

t iLi££--^rge-Bi'~«tar'fa-tiCT,, and thus presented to those interested in the 

"procuration of inmates for licensed quarters in the cities an opportunity 

of which they were -not slow to avail themselves. 

At the beginning of the famine ourOffleers were informed that those 
interested, were taking advantage of the famine to obtain large numbers 
of girls for immoral purposes, by deception and the payment of small 
sums. The girls thus obtained were sent to different parts of the Empire, 
and also to Manchuria and other places outside Japan. 

Man of the girls agreed to a life of shame, because there appeared 
no other way of providing for their own needs, and assisting their dis- 
tressed ' relations. It chanced at the same time that a large number of 
applications for servants had beep received by our Labor Bureau in 
Tokio, which we could not supply. It was, therefore, decided to bring to 
the. capital and fix up in situations those girls who were desirous to help 
themselves and their friends without the sacrifice of their honor. 

Many people in Tokio heard of The Army's effort, and during the 
first four or five days 106 applications for servants were received from 
respectable families. 

The officials of the affected districts were heartily in sympathy with 
our Rescue and Preventive efforts. The Home Department communicated 
with the governors, and these, with the local and police officials, assisted 
us to the utmost of their power. 

The railway company, too, assisted by granting liberal reductions 
on the fares of all girls travelling to Tokio, and of those who accom- 
panied them. 

On arrival in Tokio they were accommodated in our Servants' Home 
until they could be' provided with proper clothing and a suitable situation. 
Some girls it was necessary to keep in the Home for some considerable 
time, in order .to- train them in household duties and habits of 
cleanliness. 

In another direction, too, we have an ever-open door in this wonder-: 
Tul country. This is the permit which allows us to become guardians 
'pf the criminal and dishonest classes committed to Japanese jails. 

The prison management of Japan is probably superior to tbat of 
any other country, inasmuch as each governor is left so large a discretion 
that he can carry out any plan he is able to devise for improving those 
under his care. 

"Try to imagine, a set of prison governors in this country meeting 
together regularly to help each other with hints how better to instruct 
their men, and then asking the Editor of "The War Cry" and' the OfHecr 
in charge, of oitr Prison-Gate Home to come and tell them The Army's 
views on; the subject! This is what happens from month, to month 1 in 
Japan, The result is we are becoming more and more capable of helping 
all •'discharged ■ men, and of assisting generally the Government in its 
dealings with criminals! 

- Rather an interesting matter occurred some! time ago in connection 
With a warder in one, of the largesirprisons. He was a Salvationist, and 
had been a policeman; but having permission to attend a Trades' Penion- 
etration being held . in Tokio, he spoke, out, upon certain 'abuses WitM 
rather more freedom than was liked by the Force, and, in consequence^ 
Was discharged. 

/He laid the matter before God in prayer, and before long obtained; 
a post &s warder. In that capacity he obtained » permission for one 
Officers to-vjjsit and hold regular;ljneetings In the- jail, thus 'starting it; 
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Captain Ha'penny and Her Mother, 
Smith's Falls.

Amongst tbe prisoners was a naval 
man, looked upon as the worst man 
on his - ship. Through the warder, 
this sailor was led to Christ, re- 
turned to his post a changed char- 
acter, and, to the astonishment of 
all his mates, began to hold meetings 
aboard. Half the ship's crew would 
stand to listen to him, and he has 
beep the means of leading several 
of his ship-mates to Jesus. 

From Tokio we may go on to 
Senda' — wher e The General address- 
ed ten thousand students and spent 
a g orious Sunday, winning 1,500 
people to God.

When Plants Sleep. 

It may not be generally, known 
that plants have their regular hours 
for sleep, bwt this is a proved fact. 
So regular in their habits are some 
plants that the flowers open with a 
snap right on the hour, and a know- 
ledge of this fact has enabled experi- 
esced gardeners to construct floral 
sun dials that are very accurate in 
normal weaither. In many public 
gardens both in this country and 
abroad may be found these giant 
floral sun dials. 

For example, the daisy blooms at 
suntose — hence its name, " Day's 
Eye." The dandelion opens its yel- 
low petals at 7 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, and closes them at 5 In the af- 
ternoon; the Arenaria Tubia is in. 
bloom from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. , The 
white water lily opens at 7 a.m., : the 
common mouse ear from 8 to 3 ; the 
scarlet pimpernel blooms from 7 un- 
til 2; tragopodon opens at 4 in the 
morning and closes, just at noon, 
whence its common name, " John 
in England regulate their dinner 
go to bed at noon." Farmers' boys

Shepherd's purse blooms at sun- 
rise and closes at dark. The morn-

Their Majesties, the Emperor and 
Empress of Russia, who recently 
visited King Edward at Cowea, were 
given an official welcome even more 
imposing than usually attends such 
occasions. Not only were King Ed- 
•ward and Queen Alexandra, the 
Prince and Princess ot Wa'es, and a 
large gathering of the Royal Family 
present to greet the r guests, but 1.50 
warships, the pick of the British 
fleet, dressed in flags from stem to 
stern, and flying the Russian Ensign, 
encircled the anchorage allotted to 
the "Stand'Bi't." 

The unusual we'come, we under- 
stand, was arranged designedly for the 
double purpose of helping to strength- 
en the links in the chain binding- 
Great Britain, France, and Russia in 
a tr.ple entenLe, and to dissipate any 
ill feeling engendered by the harsh 
denunciation of Emperor Nicholas 
and his methods so frequency vent- 
ed by members of the Labour Party, 
both in and out of Parliament since 
the com ng of the Emperor first was 
announced. 

King Edward, in proposing a toast 
to the Russian Monarch, said, "I 
am glad that you have had the op- 
portunity of seeing the largest fleet 
■ever assembled, but T trust, that, your 
Majesty w.'ll never look upon these 
slips as a symbol of war. but on the 
contrary, as a protection to our 
coasts and commerce, and, above all, 
as a means of upholding the inter- 
ests of peace." 

Iu responding. Emperor Nicholas 
said that the magnificent naval re- 
view he had w tnessed, bore full 
testimony to Britain's greatness. He 
added that he always would remem- 
ber the days he had spent with the 
beloved and venerated Queen Vic- 
toria. 



Lord Kitchener's Appointment 

Lord Kitchener of Khartoum lias 
been appointed to the Mediterranean 
command, succeeding the Duke of 
ConnougM.

On va- 
cating the 1 Indian command iu Sep- 
tember, Lord Kitchener .will go to 
Japan to represent Great Br 'tain at 
the Japanese grand manoeuvres in 
November, and afterwards make a 
tour of Canada, Australia, and New 
Zealand, to study the mll'tary organi- 
sations and consult with the colonial 
Governments concerning them. 

Lord Kitchener, who became 59 
years old in June, is the youngest 
field marshal in the history of Great 
Britain. Lord Roberts was 60 years 
old when he was raised to the I'ank 
and Lord Wolse'ey 62. 

The Swedish Labour Conflict 

The labour conflict iu Sweden, 
which originated in a dispute over 
wages in the woollen and cotton in- 
dustries, is to-day asuming large pro- 
portions.- In the beginning 13,000 
men were locked out, and other in- 
dustries have since become involved, 
unfcl now the Emp'oyers' Federa- 
tion declare a lock-out of the iron 
foundry hands, numbering about 
30,000 men, This brings the total 
of the men locked out to 80,000. The 
grave-diggers also went out on strike, 
but public op nion proved to be too 
strongly opposed to this proceeding 
end they have returned to work. ,

ally, he broke all speed records over 
a measured course. 

Wright's speed, was more than 
forty-two m les an hour. He made 
the ten mile flight in fourteen min- 



utes and forty-two seconds, including 
more than, twenty seconds required 
for the turn beyond the line at Shuler, 
HIT, the southern end of the course.' 
He attained a lieght in crossing the 
valley of Four-Mile Run, of nearly 
five hundred feet, and the average 
altitude of h's practically level 
course was about two hundred feet.

The decline is 
held to lie entirely among boys oC 
sixteen years or under, and to be en- 
tirely due to the restr ctive legisla- 
tion! put through Parliament by the 
Government dur'ng the session of 
lflOS. It is believed that the law-— 
actually prev?"ted the srnoking^fliri 
from forty to fifty million c"garef-- r .od

consumption was increasing, and if 
it hud not been for the law, there 
would have been an increase of from, 
ten to twenty millions, instead of a 
decline of thirty millions. Neverthe- 
less, the total "consumption of cigar- 
ettes last year was about three hun- 
dred and seventy milL'ons. There 
were three hundred and fifty-six and 
three-quarter millions ot domestic 
cigarettes consumed, or a decrease o£ - 
twenty-eight m'lllotis, and there 
were twelve and three-quarter mil- 
lions of imported cigarettes smoked, 
a decrease of about two millions.

EMINENT BRITISH SURGEON SAYS 

THAT IT IS DISTINCTLY A 

POISON. 



Does Kot Aid Digestion, Is Not Nourish- 
ing, Does Not Help Workrc— 
Words AH Should Read. 



Sir Frederick Treves, in an address 
on "The Physical Hft'ccts of t lie nso. 
of Alcohol," at a largely attended 
meeting in London, said that alcohol 
was, of course, distinctly :i pnison. It 
bad certain uses, like other poisons, 
lint the limitations mi its use should 
lie as strict as on arsenic, opium anil 
strychnine. It way a curiously insidi- 
ous poison, producing effects which 
seemed to be only relieved by taking 
more of it — a remark which applied to 
another insidious poison, morphia, or 
opium. It had ;i certain position as 
medicine, but in the last twenty-five 
years its use by the medical profes- 
sion had steadily and emphatically di- 
minished. People wore, often heard to 
->:ay that alcohol was an excellent appe- 
"Izpt when taken tiefore meals. But 
he__aiipctite did not need artificial 
stimulation; if the body wanted feed- 
ing, it demanded food. As for its aid- 
ing digestion, it "hindered digestion," 
even when taken in small amounts, as 
could be easily demonstrated. 

Then there was the idea that, alcohol 
was strengthening. As a fact, it curi- 
ously modified the nourishment of the 
body; it greatly lessened the output of 
carbonic acid— a very important mat- 
ter — so that the druuknrd was neces- 
sarily an ill-nourished man; and to 
reach the acme of physical condition 
was impossible if any alcohol was

He hoped that what he hjad said Would 
help his hearers to answer such abso- 
lute fallacies as "a glass of port can 
do you no harm."

Th's is a musical organisation, 
which, on the score of sheer musical 
ability, has a great deal to "recom- 
mend it; and we understand that- the 
visit is being regarded w'th tremen- 
dous pleasurable anticipation by the 
musical Salvation'sts of the Queen 
City. 

Through the courtesy of Colonel 
Mclntyre, who will accompany the 
Band, and probably act as its chair- 
man, .we are enabled to reproduce 
the above excellent group photo- 
graph, and the follow'ng interesting 
facts concerning the players. 

This combination claims to be a 
typical and representative Salvation 
Army Band, and no one, we imag'ne, 
will have, the temerity to dispute this 
chrim "When : we ,; say ■ that but of a 
total of: thirty-one men, there are 
twenty who' harve spent 'their ' entire 
l'ves under' the Blood; and Fire Flag, 
and that ' the;, aggregate number of 
years served by the Band ■ is 694 ; or 
an" average per member of. over 
twenty-one years. We doubt very 
'"■much' if there are many Bands in 
The Army that can surpass, or even 
equal this record. ' Two 'of ■■the -"com- 
rades have, served twenty-eight years 
each.' These are tall figures, and 
suggest that those to. whom they re- 
fer shou'd appear, more venerable 
than the the youthful and handsome 
faces that beam out at one from the 
photographic reproduction. 

This '.s a Band with a history, and, 
during its; long and useful career, 
has been subjected to many vicissi- 
tudes. It was re-organised under the 
leadership of Staff-Capta'n Trumble, 
in 18,96, and, .while almost the entire 
membership has been' changed since 
then, the standard of efficiency .< has 
been maintained throughout. Indeedj 
.it is held that the Band was never in 
'better condition tliaft' ,%X the, present 
time^-a fact that speaks welV- for the 
. vitally of The~4xiny_iii the States.. 



Only three of those who were 
members at the re-organisation in 
1896 are amongst those who w' 11 visit: 
Toronto. They are Major Anderson, 
Staff -Captain Pike, and Adjutant 
Stimson, 

Major Anderson succeeded Staff- 
Captain Trumble, as Bandmaster, and 
under his' a.bie leadership, the 'Band 
has made great musical progress, and 
rendered gre£t- assistance to( ■ the 
Work at and about the National 
Centre. It was wh'le the Major was 
in charge, that the Band, went to 
the great International Congress in 
London, some five years ago— an 
event they will never forget— when 
they most ably represented The, Sal- 
vation Army in the Land of the 
Stars and Stripes. • ■ 

About three years ago the Major" 
was appointed National Auditor for 
Industr'al Work. This appointment 
necessitates long absences from 
Headquarters, and in consequence he 
laid down the conductor's baton . after 
having been Bandmaster for twelve 
years.- ; He ■ is, however;, still an 
honoured member, and is a skilful 
player, on the Eb clarionet.. 

Bandmaster R. 0. Or ffiths, the 
present leader, succeeded Major An- 
derson. He is a chiid of Tile Army, 
his parents having served as- Officers 
under Canada's Commissioners in 
Wales, and also in the , Land of the 
Mapie Leaf, His father was known 
as the "Welsh Mhstrel," and Band- 
master Griffiths : has evidently in- 
herited the mus'ical temperament of 
his father. He has conducted such 
important Bands as the Quaker, City 
Band, Philadelphia; The., Pacific 
Coast Guards, and San Francisco 
Provincial Bands. He is in. charge 
of the Photo-engraving Department 
at New York, and is the brother of

■■' • Old Pxinsloo- took his portion gladly, 
asking; only, besides his quarter of a 
million, that he be left m the Kind- ' 
walled dwelling: which had been his, 
home. 1 There he smoked his long pipe 

. contentedly, , planting and harvesting 
his small garden— while on the acres, 
he once held Cuilinan opened , the. Pre- 
mier Mine, disclosing .riches without 

"'."' "visible limit. Well within sight from 



the old Boer's door, Cullinau 's surface 
manager one afternoon, giving a last 
look around as the diggers were leav- 
ing, glimpsed a flash of brightness. It 
came from a stone so incredigly large 
that he "thought he had gone insane." 
When he picked it out — almost no coat- 
ing to dim its lustre — it was 4x2 1-2 
inches in measurement (as big as a 
brick), 1 37-100 pounds avoirdupois in 
weight, 3,024 3-4 in carats, three times 
larger than any undisputed diamond 
ever found. No potentate conld afford 
to buy it; so the Transvaal Govern- 
ment, which collects 60 per cent, of all 
diamond yields, voted to buy out the 
Cuilinan interest and present the stone 
to King Edward, of England. The Cul- 
linau interest in this single stone. was 
probably twice what old Prinsloo re- 
ceived for his farm. It was cut into 
about 100 parts— one of 516 1-2 carats, 
alone estimated to be worth about 
$1,000,000. 

It has often happened that even to 
covet, seek, or come into possession of 
extraordinary diamonds has invited the 
lightnings of fate. 

Nadir Shah of Persia descended upon 
Delhi aud carried off the diamonds of 
the treasury. Conspirators soon ac- 
complished his death, and one of them, 
his treasurer, fled with the "Kohi- 
noor." 

This treasurer. founded a new empire 
in Kabul; when he died, the "Koki- 
noor" was among his possessions. Suc- 
cessors came, were killed or driven 
forth; the "Kohiuoor" descended. It 
was iu the Lahore treasury when the 
British annexed that country, confls- 
'cnted, everything to the East India 
Company for debt, jind stipulated, that 
tihe famous diamond should go to 
Queen Victoria. It became Iter symbol 
of empire over India. 

"Tlie Star of the South" did bring 
independence and comfort to one 
slave, the one who found it; but, as 
usual in the history of great diamonds, 
sinister occurrences attended its 
career. 

As Regent, Joao IV., of Portugal, had 
gathered from his colony of Brazil the 
'■finest ...-lot of diamonds in the world. y . 
.Portugal was a . little ,: kingdom,: and" 
looked "easy." Spain, invaded it; 
then Napoleon; .England always to the 
rescue. The royal family aud tihe 
nobles fled ungallantly from Napoleon 
to Brazil, carrying the diamonds. 

At Rio, during ceremonials, Joao IV. 
wore the great "Braganza." (uncut, 
and weighing a pound) suspended from 
him neck by a gold cord. It was.bnrri 
densome, such a treasury, but the sight , 
.inspired diamond hunters,, smugglers 
and slaves. Whether it is really the, 
largest , diamond known, or only a . 
white topaz; nobody can say. It suits: 
the Portuguese to let the: theory, stand 
that it is the largest diamond, and/ 
worth $300,000,000. So long as she 
holds this (if it. is, real), Portugal is not. 
poor, and can always buy protection; 
and it .cost her merely a simple little . 
act of grace.. 

Three convicts, condemned, to perpet- 
ual exile, forbidden to enter any city, 
took up prospecting. They had wander- 
ed Six years in Brazilian valleys^ and 
mountains,. seeking treasure.. Washing 
for gold in the Abaite River, they 
found this stone. It was a chance. for. 
a pardon, and they} hastened with it to : 
a good priest, who took it to, the "gov- 
ernor- who etent it to the Prince. Re- 
gent, who pardoned the three convicts.

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SOUTH AFRICA. 

Lieut.-CoIonelB Rauch and Smith 
have been visiting Rhodesia, chiefly 
with a view to the .extension of the 
Native Work. A few extracts from 
Lieut.-Col.pnel Smith's letters will be 
of interest:— 

"Since the 11th June, I have been 
■visiting the Mashona Division. The 
Officers and Soldiers gave me a 
grand welcome. '. The first engage- 
ment was at Salisbury Location on 
a Saturday night, when we sat down 
to a Hallelujah Tea, the first that 
the Mashonas have seen. After that, 
we went in for a red-hot meeting, 
which resulted in fourteen people 
coming to the penitent-form, mostly 
for consecration. Early on Sunday 
morning we went to two out-lying 
kraals, where we had the joy of see- 
ing three and fourteen souls re- 
spectively kneel for salvation. We 
used three language';, but in dealing 
tne penitents we came to a 
aci-still with some of them. While 
kondiering how we should deal with 
3), a young married man, who 
^ed us some little time back, vol- 
•ily rushed to the penitents and 
•with' them, he| : knowing their 
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Brother and Sister Saunders, of North Bay, With Their Family. 
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language, which was a Central 
African one. It is so beautiful to 
note how willing the Mashonas are 
to fight, espe.cia'ly in the prayer 
meetings, which are often regular 
furnaces of prayer." 

"From Pearson Settlement, Adjut- 
ant Bradley and I and some Natives 
started away on our long journey to 
Cbiripanyanga. We had a loan of a 
cart and eight oxen from the Farm. 
Our route for the most part lay 
through wild country and we made 
our own tracks across the virgin 
veldt. After three and-a-half days' 
journey we arrived at the place. We 
were met by bands of singing 
Natives, who heartily bade us wel- 
come. On Sunday morning, we bom- 
barded three kraals, and had inter- 
ested crowds to listen, and some 
souls. The salvation meeting in the 
primitive Hall was a blessed one. 
The prayer meeting was very 'good, 
and we had a number of raw heathen 
at the penitent form seeking salva- 
tion.. Altogether we had seven for 
salvation and five for consecration 1 ." 

"A third Hall has been secured in 
Durban, and is situated near to the 
harbour. There are crowds of Native 
"Boys" in this neighbourhood, and 
already a number of them have come 
our for salvation. A heathen chief, 
who, with his people, owns a farm 
about' thirty miles from Kilbey ■ 
Settlement, has written asking for 
a teacher. He offers two living 
rooms and a class room. Major 
Clark is going to inspect it, and re- 
port as .to the possibility of our 
commencing work there."
